being are taken care of. There is 
another group of individuals who 
spend four nights a week at the 
park in August and three nights and 
Sundays during the rest of the sea- 
son with your children. This group 
of individuals is made up of the 
coaches. These individuals spend 
endless hours teaching children 
about the sport of football. To label 
this program as you did, something 
tobe ashamed of because you had a 
problem with your son's playing 


time, is unfair to all the other 
coaches in the program. 
Of all the youth sports available 


for the children in Wilmington to 
participate in, football, in our opin- 
ionis the most physical. and aggres- 

sive sport. Each play calls for 11 
players from each team to go out 
and try to physically and mentally 
dominate the other side. Each boy 
who plays this sport comes with 
varying levels of physical ability, 
but most importantly varying lev- 
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first couple of weeks, that there 
was a handful of boys who seemed 
very timid about hitting and being 
hit. The coaches tried to point out, 
early on, that football is a contact 
sport, unlike many others. In order 
to play, you have to hit and be hit - 
that is the nature of the game. We 
stressed to our boys that if, at any 
point, they became disenchanted 
with the game of football, to Give it 
up. Otherwise, they were going to 
Pa hurt. (Personally, I don’t think 
Td like to get beat up eight hours a 
week, but they both seemed to love 
it.) 

The E-Team Pop Warner is 
where the basics of the game are 
taught. Once in the D-Team and 
above, it becomes competition foot- 
ball. These kids from D and up have 
the chance to win the conference, 
and ultimately play at Disney World 
if they do well, so trying to win is 
important along with the fun. I 
know Pop Warner is the same in 
other towns as well, because my 
two nephews play. It is my under- 
standing, however, that every team 
member has to be given a mini- 
mum of plays per game. 

The things I found most offen- 
sive in “Disheartened Mom’s” let- 
ter were the two separate innuen- 
does she made to the fact that only 


els of aggressiveness. 

It’s an important part of the 
coaching staff to recognize these 
things and appropriately use this 
knowledge when playing the chil- 
dren. It is the responsibility of the 
coaches to not put the child in a 
position where they will get hurt or 
possibly get one of their teammates 
hurt because they haven’t fully 
grasped an understanding of the 
physical nature of the game yet. 
There are some young men who 
walk on the field and immediately 
understand what it takes; there are 
some who understand at some time 
during the season, if not by the end 
of the season and finally there are 
young men who never really come 
to grips as to what it will take. 


As parents we applaud you for 
trying to raise a strong, responsible 
young man who, when he makes a 
commitment stands by and honors 
it. As parents, we want all children 
to learn these lessons. Remember, 
he is only a little boy and if you had 
that much trouble getting him to go 
to practice right from the begin- 
ning of the season, then maybe the 
responsible conclusion to arrive at 
is that football is not the sport for 
him, because he doesn’t like the 
physical contact that is involved. 
One other life lesson we think is 
important to learn is that when you 
write a letter of a serious nature 
with wide reaching remarks and 
putdowns you should be respon- 
sible enough to sign that letter with 
your name. 

On a final note, you make it 
sound as though your son never 
played a down. As with most youth 
organizations, each child is required 
to play in every game. All 32 boys 
on this team did play in every game 
except one. One week a young man 
missed the whole week of practice 
without even calling any coach to

game time. I find that offensive 
because my two sons played a lot, 
this year and last. She took away 
from their hard work by her insinu- 
ations.

“In its quest to answer a 
question of supply and demand, 
and find a new way to overcome 
an old problem, Winchester’s 
school system has turned to a 
Wakefield firm for the solution,” 
notes the Wakefield edition of 
the “Daily Times Chronicle.” 

“The demand is great for sub- 
stitute teachers both within and 
among communities, but the 
supply is limited.

teachers into the classrooms 
where they are needed. 

“One key thing about this is, 
said Winchester Superintendent 
Dr. Carol Eaton, ‘our substi- 
tutes, the ones who have been 
with us in the past are still 
going to be with us’ 

“Richard Brooks, OPIS direc- 
tor of educational services, said, 
‘We obligate ourselves to meet 
with all their current substitute 
teachers, and we offer employ- 
ment to all who meet the crite- 
ria. For the most part all of (the 
current substitute teachers) do 
meet the criteria.’
